In the Senate yesterday Hon, Mr. Camp- 

bell moved the resolutions for the admis- 
sion of British Columbia into the Union 
with Canada, Hon. L, Do St. Just moved 
in amendment to postpone the further con- 
sideration of the question till next Session. 
After a discussion the debate was ad- 
journed. 
In the House of Commons Sir George E, 
Oartier stated that if the Government were 
assisted in despatching its business the 
House might be prorouged next Saturday.

Parts, April 5, 11:30 « m—The Versailles 
troops still hold the heights of Chatillon, whence 
they are bombarding Issy, Vanvres and Meudon, 
The Commune continues to send rejnforcoments 
to the Nationals outside the walls. 

Tuesday was more disastrous day for the 
Communists than Monday. 

The Commune this morning {esued another 
proclamation, A speedy triumph js promised 
over the royalists, who have disgraced France 
by thelr savage mode of warfare. They are 
charged with shootiog prisoners and murdering 
the wounded on the Meld of battle. The 
battallons of the National Guard will be re- 
organized and their pay increased. The 
proclamation concludes by ordering all 
unmarried men into the ranks. 


A grand review is anuounced for the 7th in 
the Champs de Mars.

THE TARIFF DUTIES ON GRALN, RTO, 
Sir F. Hincks moved the third reading 
of the Bill to amend the Act relating to the 
daties of Castoms—the Bill to abolish the 
duties on flour, breadatuffs, salt, coal, &c. 
Mr Camenon (Huron) regretted that the 
duties had been removed, especially those 
on salt, and he contended that the effect 
would be to paralyze and ruin the salt in~ 
terests of the country. Since the impon- 
tion,of a small duty upon salt, lust year 
over $500,000 had been invested in the 
enterprise, and the result was salt was 
cheaper now than ichad been for years, 
but if the duties were removed it would 
ruin those who had entered into the busi- 
ness, their wells would be closed and the 
Americans have full control of the Cana- 
dian markets, when they could regulate 
To amendment. he 
moved that the Bill be referred back to 
Committee with the object of striking out 
the word * salt,” 


Sir F. Hincxs said that salt had been 
placed in tho free list by the vote of a very 
considerable majority, and he thought it 
would not be deemed expedient to reverse 
the decision.

He strongly 
protested against giving theAmericans any 
advantage in our markets which they did 
not reciprocate. The Mimster of Agricul- 
ture had, a few nights before, when the 
patent law was under discussion, declared 
it impolitic to give a single right to the 
Americans which{they withheld from Cana~ 
dians, and yet the Ministry now proposed 
to remove the very light duties which were 
imposed last year upon the products of the 
farm, and allow them to come into the 
Dominion tree of duty, to the injury of 
the Canadian agriculturists. He proceeded 
to argue that the imposition of even light 
duties in this country had done much to 
encourage native industries,thereby adding 
to the prosperitp of the whole. He said it 
seemed strange to him tbat scarcely liad 
he ever beard, except from one or two 
members, a word suid on behalf of the 
agricultural interests of the country,though 
there were plenty ready at any moment to 
raise their voices on behalf of city interests 
or anything that effected those residing in 
cities, He regretted exceedingly the 
course the Government inteaded to pursue, 
and hoped they would do as they did last 
session ; change their policy, particularly 
in view of the negotiations now going on 
10 Washington between the Boghsh ond 
American commissioncrs, and in order to 
test the sense of the House,he would move 
an amendment, the effect of which, if car- 
ricd, would be to restore to the datiable 
list flour, wlieat, salt, peas, beans, barley, 
rye, outs, indian corn, and buckwhiear, all 
of which articles now pay a heavy duty, 
when sent from Oanada to the United 
States. He then moved, seconded by Mr. 
Brown, in amendment to the proposed 
amendment: 
» That in view of negotiations now pending 
in Washington between representatives on 
the part of the British Empire and the United 
States, touching questions which may lead to 
a renewal of the Reciprocity Treaty, it is, io 
the opinion of this House, inexpedient to 
repeal the duties now imposed upon certain 
articles, enumerated in section two of the 
Bil}, ag amendéd ; bo it therefore Resoloed, 
that the Bill do not now pass; but that it be 
referred back to the Committee of the Whole, 
for the purpose of expunging all the words 
between the word “ Coke” and the words ‘is 
hereby repealed,” in section two of the said 
Bill,” 
Sir F, Hrnors said A great deal of what 
had been said by the member for Hastings 
was in accordance with the views expressed 
by the Government whea the question was 
laid before the House, that it was inexpe 
dient for the House to remove the duties 
while negotiations were golug on at Wash- 
ington, but theGovernment having accepted 
the decision of the House the other day, did 
not propose to go back on it.

embarrassing conditions of settlement, to 
Manitoba, where they did exist.

Mr. Bowell—With reference to grants of 
land to volunteers in Manitoba, he under- 
stood the Minister of Militia to say thateach 
yolunteer would receive a quarter section of 
land and more —say 160 acres. Ho now 
found’ that ‘the discharged volunteera were 
not to receive this quota of land or the 
additional grant without actual settlement. 
The working of the Act would exclude all 
volunteers who have already been dischar— 
ged, as it went on to say that he must now 
bea volunteer, and intend to becomy a set - 
tler, else he will not receive any land at all. 
He trusted that this would be amended, and 
at seme length urged upon the Government 
the advisability of doing so. 
Sir George E, Cartier said the Govern- 
ment agreed with the suggestion of his 
hon. friend, and intended granting every 
volunteer who went to Red River, whether 
he had obtained his discharge or not, a lot 
ot land, and whether he settled in Manitoba 
ornot, Those discharged for bad conduct, 
who were very few indeed, would receive no 
lot. Well behaved volunteers, settlin there, 
would receive a second lot on the same 
condition of settlement as other settlers. 


Dr. Schultz said the plan of survey 
adopted in Manitoba was immensely supe~ 
tior to that prevalent in Canada hitherto, 
aod ithad worked advantageously in the 
States, and would in Manitoba, He defend- 
ed'the system of the Government. He 
was instructed by his constituents to thank 
the Goverument for the land grant. 


Mr, Oliver hoped theGovernment would 
amend the regulations so as to allow other 
settlers, as well as half breeds, to taka up 
land at 18 years of ago. 

After recess, Sir Geo. E, Cartier moved 
the House into Committee to consider an 
Act to make témporary provision for the 
election of members to serve in the House 
of Commons.

The interest taken in tho construction of 

© Grand Junction Railway by the people 

Belleville, is highly commendable. With 
remarkable unanimity the people voted 
$100,000 bonus to aid in building the road, 
and in many other ways they have exhibit 
ed a lively interest in everything connected 
with the road. True, the whole labor of 
promoting the road, of talking it up, of 
getting bonuses from other Municipalities, 
and of obtaining promise of Government 
aid, fell upon !ess than half a dozen men, 
and although these men wore lwughed at, 
and their efforts sneered at, and prophecies 
of defeat and disaster were freely indulged 
in by certain gentlemen, they pursued the 
even tenor of their way, and though obsta 
clea almost insurmountable met them at 
every step, they successfully encountered 
and triumphed over them all, 


Now that there is a probability of the 
road becoming a fixed fact, a much more 
lively interest is manifested, and very pro 
perly, 1 all the details connected with the 
construction and management of the road, 
But did it not occur to the gentlemen who 
were promoters ef tho public meoting hold 
the other evening that they were carrying 
matters a little too far when thoy passed 
resolutions censuring, indirectly it may be, 
but censuring, nevertheless, the Provisional 
Directors for what they never had the slight 
eat idea of doing,and which would be suici- 
dal to their own personal interests to attempt 
todo? Itis well known that a great portion 
of the traffic of the Grand Junction Railway 
will be sawn lumber and equare timber, 
and that this lumber and timber must be 
carried from hero by water to the United 
States ports. Does any sane man suppose 
thatin yiew of this fact, and in view of the 
fact that this road would have to compete 
for the lumber and grain traffic with a rival 
road having its terminus at a lake port,tie 
Directors would locate the terminus of the 
road atthe Grand Trunk Station, and be 
compelled to find some other means of con- 
veyance to take it to the water? Does 
aby sane man presyme thatsuch men as the 
Hon, Billa Flint, and Messrs. Thos, Kelso, 
W. H. Ponton, Thos, Holden, A, Robertson 
and A, Diamond, members of the Board of 
Directors, who aro mostly all large property 
holders in the Town, would bite their own 
noses off by adopting such a ruinous policy 
as to locate the terminus of the Railway at 
the Grand Trunk Station? These gentle- 
men at tho time of passing the By law, and 
during the whole canvass, again and again 
said the terminus would be at the water, 
and what, we would ask the promoters of 
that public meeting, have these men done to 
create the suspicioa that that they will 
not carry out their pledges? We aro told

By the last advices from Miss McPherson 
we leara that slo expects to aall from London 
about the middle of May with a company of 
children—two other companies following 
soon after—and a fourth in August, in all 
four parties comprising somo 400 boys and 
girls ofages from 5 to 16.

earnest Christians, Mr, and Mrs, Merry, tho 
boys and girla'who seem to be industrious 
and who can bo stimulated by the offer of a 
fair life start, aro put under special train 
They aro taught farm work, or at lonst 
fome part of it, and wo belleve are

I would be 
the last to urge oxtreme measures of punish 
ment,but thdse men deserved more than they 
received. Itjs said that Lynch {8 to be in 
town for a few days. Doubtless ho will fiad 
friends numerous enough to take good care 
of him during his stay. 

What is to be done with the depot com~ 
punies of the Red River Expeditionary force 
at present stationed here,is not known. Some 
say that they are to be disbanded, others that 
they are to be sent to Red River. I think, 
however, the Iatter {s improbable, Captain 
Herchmer, who has bewn on leave of absence 
for six months, lefta few days ago to rejoin 
the force at Fort Garry, It is ramoured that 
he has been appointed to the command of one 
of the companies which is to remain on ser- 
vice, Among the officers of the 14th P, W. 
O. Riflés there is not a little surprise felt that 
Captain Horchmer continues to hold his rank 
as Major in that Battalion, and I think there 
is good cause of complaint, 

It is generally understood that there will 
be a largo number of volunteers encamped 
here during the summer to perform their an- 
nual drill, Any one who knows anything of 
drill and of the detail of duties to be perform< 
edon active service, must know that elght 
days isnot sufficiently long in order for the 
men (and officers too) to learn their duties. 
It is, therefore, a good sign to see that the 
Minister of Militia agrees with the recom- 
mendation of the Adjutant General to allow 
the force to be encamped sixteen days. The 
14th P, W. O. Rifles perform their drill dur- 
ing the winter, and are, I think, much more 
officient than if they did so in camp—that is, 
as far as drill only ia concerned, If the offi- 
cers of battalions would. make themselves 
better acquainted with the “Field Exercises,” 
we would have better drilled battalions, For 
the purposes of Brigade drill, however, If we 
are to know anything about it practically, 
nothing but the bringing together of a num- 
ber of battalions of infantry, batteries of artil- 
lery and troops of cavalry will suffice, It is 
to be hoped, therefore, that a large force will 
meet here when tho timo arrives... 


Joint High Commission, 


THE PROPOSED BASIS OF 
SETTLEMENT. 


A SEMI-OFFICIAL COMMUNICATION, 


Wasuinoton, April 9,—The American 
Commissioners held a meeting at eleven 
o'clock yesterday morning at the Department 
of State for consultation. At noon the 
British Commissioners arrived, when both 
parties jointly proceeded to the consideration 
of the questions which brought them 
together. Each party continues to act with 
great caution, but with perfect fairness, so a8 
to leave nothing in doubt. All information 
relative to the fisheries and to the alleged 
amount of the loases by Confederate cruisers 
furnished from British shipyards, together 
with voluminous official documents ijn that 
connection, have been closely scrutinized in 
the joint meeting, in order to have a full 
understanding of all the points involved. 
The first question was to agree precisely 
what the Joint Commission were to do and 
the manner of adjustment, 

It isknown that both countries desire not 
only to settle pending questions, but to come 
to a definite agreement,the better to preserve 
neutrality in future and have closer relations 
of friendship. Therefore, though the Com- 
missioners adhere to their obligation not to 
reveal anything tending to show the pro- 
gress of affairs, there seems to be truth in 
the statement coming from usually well in- 
formed quarters apart from the Commission, 
that the basis proposed contemplates: 

Firat, the privilege of American fishermen 
to fish within parts of the Canndiaa waters 
from which they are now excluded, and to 
land and dry their fish and cloansy thelr 
nets, &c. For the privilege the United 
is to pay Canada a cortain sum of money, 

Second—Certain | general international 
principles are laid down, covering those of 
neutrality, by which claims arising from the 
doepredations of the Alabama and the Shenan- 
dosh, &c., are to be adjusted, 

Third—Commissioners are to be horeafter 
appointed to adjust the matters on the basis 
proposed, and it ja further said that the basis 
has been sent to Hogland for approval. 

Some of the Commissioners have no heal. 
tation in reporting the statement that the 
probability ia that they will, by the firat of 
May, submit the concluslons of the Commis, 
sion to the two Governments,

One telograin was wanting in the case as 
submitted by Mr, Jones, viz.: the telegram 
to Dr, Tapper, and this he frankly supplied, 
One would have thought that this determin- 
ation to conceal nothing from the House 
should have saved him from such attacksas 
those to which he was subjected, His very 
candor, however, was made the special 
ground of attack upon him, and for 
some hours we had a display of vituperative 
oratory from the opposition benches un- 
eaqualled for ferocity by auything which has 
occurred during this Parliament, Mr, Blake, 
always vituperative, literally outdid himself, 
using language under cover" of his Parlia- 
mentary privilege which no gentleman dare 
with impunity uiter towards anvther outside 
of the walls of Parliament.

plea, Iplace myself unreservedly in the

this motion is eyen carried, it will not in 
“any way affect the Government; it will 
“simply consign me to an independent 
“ bench, where I will continue to work as 
“earnestly and energetically in the interests 
“ of the great object you all haye in view as 
“Tshave done in the past,” The excitement 
during his speech was greater than I re- 
meinber to have seen in Parliament; and 
the bursts of enthusiastic applause which 
greeted its conclusion, made the opposition 
feel that they appealed to the wrong cony 
stituency, 1f they imagined that the House of 
Commons would-sustain-an attack mpon : ~ 
leading member of the Government, con- 
ceived in a spirit ot bitter personal hatred, 
and carried out in a spirit of despicable cow- 
ardice. 


The facts of the case I gaye you yester- 
day by telegraph ; but a circumstance out 
of which theopposition hoped to malo #0 
much capital that they were willing in the 
last week of the sessionto waste a whole 
day upon it deserves greater amplification, 
To understand it fully it is necessary to 
know something of the former relations of 
the parties. The Hon, James McNab, for 
merly aleading merchant and a prominent 
public man in Nova Scotia, was during two 
periods, from 1857 to 1860, and from 1864 
to 1867, a colleague of the Hon. President 
of the Council. They had acted together 
politically tor many years, and acted toge~ 
ther in that critical period in the political 
affairs of the Province between the Quebec 
Conference and the passage of the Confed- 
eration resolution under the authority of 
which the delegate from N.S. took part in 
the Conference at London. He was sp 
pointed a member of the Legislative Coun- 
cil after Confederation, and has continued 
to act generally with the Confederate party. 
since, ‘Though once aman of considerable 
wealth heis now & poor man, and unfor- 
tunately suffers from both mental and bod- 
ily weakness, Some time ago he wrote a 
lotter to Dr. Tupper, asking that his son, 
Peter McNab—who is well known to many 
personé in Montreal, and of whom there~ 
fore it is not necessary to say much—might 
be appointed to office, and putting the re- 
quest distinctly upon the ground of his 
own services to the cause of Confederation. 
A promise was given to comply with the 
request a8 300n asa vacancy occurred, This 
was the position of the parties, so far as 
Mr. McNab and Dr, Tupper are concerned, 
down to last week, 


Then there was another element that 
ought to be mentioned. I reforred in a 
tormer letter to the complaint made by Mr, 
Jones that ho was not consulted in the dis- 
tribution of the patronage of the Dominion 
for tlie city and county of Halifax whieh 
he represents; und I also gavo you the 
reason, that he had grossly abused that 
privilege, prestituting it to the basest 
political purposos. It is, if I mistake not, 
susceptible of proof that, 10 connection 
with the appointment of Consus commis~ 
siogora and enumoraton,he actually at the 
laut election for the cal legistature for the 
city of Falifnx,used this Dominion patron= 
ago to drive yotera into recording their 
votes for the opposition candidate, Mr. 
Qarvic, When the Government found that 
the courtesy extended to Mr, Jones had 
beon thue abused, they very properly de: 
elined to consult him further, and the 
patronage of the Dominion Government, 
no far as Halifax was concerned was then 
in political plirase, givento Mr, Mill, All 
matters thorefore of local patronage thus 
bolonged to that gentloman, the Govern: 
ment in all oases consulting bim. This 
muat bo borne in miod in order to fully 
appreciate tho whole cane.

York «Sun? says :—* Aftera lapse of more 

than twenty years of general unprogreasiye- 

ness and poverty, the dull city of St. John’s 

was aroused this morning by a report that 
gladdened every heart and senta thrill of 
excitement over the whole island. A steam- 
ship, the ‘Nimrod,’ belonging to Job Bro- 
thers &§Co., was said to be in the bay, 
awailing wind enough to bear her into the 
harbor of S!. John’s, as her boilers were un- 
ayailable, the bunkers being literally stuffed 
with seal skins. On her arrival we learned 
that her precious cargo was 28,000—the 
largest number ever known to be captured. 
The vessels and steamships, whose arrival 
I have already announced, trimmed their 
rigging with bunting from stem to stern, 
and with their signal guns, fired a long con= 
tinued salute to the champion of the fleet — 
in fact of all sailing craft the world over. 


The Captain of the Nimrod says that he 
left St. John’s harbor on the 1st inst., and 
with o fnyorablo south westerly brewny bom 


hind him steered Northward. Altersailing 
through clear water for several days he 
struck the ice on the 7th of March. Owing 
to a severe gale he was compelled to lie to 
forty-eight hours, after which the ice was 
found.to-be-broken.op, and the Nimrod 
could steer in the probable direction of the 
seals. On the 17th, St, Patrick’s Day, the 
watch at the masthead gave the welcome 
cry of ‘Seals abead,’ whereupon the firemen 
were ordered to quicken the fires. In an 
hour the Nimrod was an island amid an 
ocean of seals. In six days afterward she 
was loaded and bore up for home. The 
excitement that prevails here can only be 
estimated when you consider what must 
haye been the furore on the discovery of 
gold in Australia and California; for cer- 
tainly this is the Golconda of the North 
Atlantic this year, A few hours after the 
arrival of the Nimrod, the steamship Hec- 
tor hove in sight, Yeta few hours, and 
we learned the amazing fact that she car- 
ried with her 21,500 seals—an amount that 
in old times would be considered a fairy- 
land tale. 


Tho captain of the Hector announces that 
in the ioe off which he loaded, he communt- 
cated with moro than fifty sail of vessels, all 
loading or ladon. The merchants of St. 
Jobn’s are compelled to extend their pre- 
mises and build temporary yata for the 
rendering of tho enormous quantity of oil 
consigned to them. Inthe harbor of St, 
Jobn’a there aro now cleven arrivala from 
tho seal fishory, and thoir average oateh is 
21,000, making tho extraordinary total of 
231,000 seals, moro than the entire catoh of 
any one season; though over a hundred 
vessols aro yot to arrive in St. John’s. Io 
Harbour Graco tho success of the seal huntera 
hag boon equally great. Tho total catch~ of 
four stoamsbips now arrived at that port 
exceeds 100,000 seals, whilo 150 yossela 
belonging thero are yet to be heard from. 
Each steataship carried about 60 men, and 
all will make another trip this season— 
fact never previously known. As yet the 
wages and shares of ach seal hunter may bo 
ostimated at $1,500, All this has been 
earnod by tho boada of many poor familie# 
since March 1. You may expect cheap fare 
thin reason, and no dearth of oil for your 
w/actorion.”” '

In relleviog you from further attendance in 
Varliamont, I. beg leave to express my warm 
acknowledgments for the diligence with which 
you have applied yourselves to tho discharge of 
your public duties, The session bas been briet, 
but work of Importance has been accomplish~ 
ed, aud I may congratulate on the prospect 
which Is foresladowed thatin the fature, tho 
sessions of the Parllament of the Dominion 
will not make the Inconvenient demands on 
the time of the members, which it has done In 
rhe past 
The arrival in Ottawa of the representatives 
to serve for the Province of Manitoba and 
whelr taking their seate In Parliament mark 
rluoally the completion of the uolon of that 
Vrovioce with the Dominion, The criminal, 
maliltary aod other statute laws not In their 
nature inapplicable to Manitoba have been 
esteuded to that Province. The regulatious 
for thesurvey and gragting of lauds lo Maritoba 
were modelled on a aystem tested by experience, 
avd will by thelr liberality offer a tree bome to 
all, without restriction, who desire to settle Ip 
country und avail themsclyes of the 
advantages hold out to them. It shall be one 
of my earliest cares during recess to take ateps 
to pegotiate on equitable principles with tho 
Tudian tribes In Manitoba and the North-west

\l(nessed the consumation of the union of Man. 
\toba, and adoption of the necessary Initial 
moasures to facilitate and ensure the admisaton 
of Brilish Columbia Into the Dominion. The 
address passed by the Senate and House of 
Commons, I will submit to the Colontal Secre- 
tary for submission to Her Must Gracious Ma- 
Jesty, and I trust Parliament will, at Its next 
session, have the satisfaction of viewing as an 
iccomplished fact the union of all Her Majesty’ 
continental possessions lo North America—an 

ect of which the attainment even the most 
eunguine advocates of Confederation did not 
anticipate for many years to come. 

Icherish the expectation that the reault of

The Globe and British Columbia 


It must have been a matter of consider- 
able surprise to the Hon, Mr, Trutch, dele 
gate from BritishColumbia,to have watched 
the course pursued by the Globe on the 
British Columbia question, He bad learned 
jn his Pacific home to consider the Globe 
one of the strongest and staunchest adyo- 
cates of the admission of that Proyince,and 
of the immediate construction of the Pacific 
Railway. He had read that paper's articles 
upon the subject, had seen it quoted by the 
British Columbia papers as the leading 
journal of Canada, and as the warm sup- 
porter of the Pacific Railway,and with such 
4 powerful lever in its favor, he very na- 
turally thought with the assistance of the 
Goyernment, the scheme would be carried 
into effect with but yery little difficulty. 
He even brought with him British Colum- 
bia papers containing articles from the 
Globe, strongly pressing upon the Govern 
ment the necessity of taking immediate 
steps to push on the Pacific Railway.— 
Imagine his astonishment when he saw the 
Globe come out in opposition to the Goy- 
ernment scheme, denouncing it as extrava- 
gant and ruinous, and black lettering the 
men who voted forit. It ia little wonder 
that the Hon, Mr. Trutch expressed surprise 
that a leading public journal should act in 
such a grossly inconsistent manner. That 
gentleman, atthe public dinner given to 
him in Ottawa the other day, read an arti- 
cle froma British Columbia paper of. 
recent date, in which quotations were made 
from the Globe, which were considered of a 
Very satiefactory character by that journal- 
ist, as well as received with great satisfac~ 
tion by leading public men in that country. 
[4 view ot the recent articles in the Globe 
condemning the Government scheme, it 
will be interesting to publish what the 
British Columbia paper saya,as well as give 
the extrocts which that paper takes from 
the Globe, The British Columbia paper 
says:

Mr. Sreaxen.—I would willingly have 

avoided any discussion of the matter which 

low occupies the attention of the House. I 

would have avoided st, because everything 
connected with recent events in Manitoba 
has been to me of #o painful a natore that 
now that we have better and brighter pros 

pects, I would willingly have allowed the 
whole matter to have remained untouched, 
Sull, Iflud in my newly undertaken duties 
that one’s personal feelings must not al- 
ways be consulted, and that the interests of 
the people herepresents, and of the country 
at large must be considered first, and the 
observations of the hon, gentleman from 
North Hastings, are such as call from me 
as one of the Representatives from Manitoba, 
all the information [ possess on one, and the 
Principal point which he has adduced, 
namely the complicity of the Hudson Bay 
Co., or rather ofa portion of their officers 
with the unhappy Rebellion of last winter. 
I am aware, Mr, Speaker, that the yiews 
which I shall adyance in regard to the 
origin of the Red River difficulty,and the sub 
stance of the documents which I shai! read 
1n support of those views, may differ materi. 
ally from those generally entertained in some 
parts of this Dominion, yet I advance them 
with the full beliet that they are concurred 
in, and indeed, opeuly expiessea by nlhe 
tenths of that portion of the people of Mani- 
toba, unconnected with the'Rebellion itself 
or with the Hudson's Bay Company. It 
might at first sight, Sir, appear strange that 
4 Corporation who had lately surrendered 
ther rights to the North-West Territory, who 
had received what might be considered a 
fair compensation for that surrender, and 
who, moreover, still retained a very con- 
siderable landed interest in that Terrtiory; 
could have any possible reason for desiring 
anything but the prosperity, the advance- 
ment, and the peace ofthe country. In- 
dead it was generally advanced asa reason 
for allowing them to retain one twentieth 
of the lund, that this concession would bind 
their interests to ours, and be the means of

Mr. Speaker, it bas been are 
ued that we had rebellion at Red River 
because we did not fret consult the feel-

on petitions praying for nonexation to Can« 
ada many of the naines of those who were 
foremost in endeavoring to prévent that 
union, aod if it had been that. this was 
really the cause, we would, I think, have 
found all classes joining in it, instead of its 
being confined to that portion of the popu 
lation who had the least. property at etake 
and to the friends and sympathisers of the 
Hudson Bay Company. Now,if we assume 
that the officers of the Hudson Bay Com 
pany at Fort Garry were anxious, or even 
willing, that Canada should possess the 
North West Territory we find jt utterly 
impossible to explain the fact of their 
criminal ipaction, their advice to Governor 
McDougall to leave the territory, their 
surrender of their Fort, theim advice to 
the people to join the Provisional Gov- 
ernment of President Riel, But it we as 
sume their complicity in the matter, we 
can readily underataod the prevalent be- 
lief among the Joyal people, both English 
aud French, of Manitoba, that the disaffec- 
tion and dissatisfaction of the Hudson Bay 
Company's officers, the dissapointment of 
Governor McTavish at not being appoint= 
ed Governor, caused them to hope that 
with Riel as their tool and agent they 
could keep out the Governor, disgust Cana- 
da with Ler bargain, sod keep the country 
for nome years longer, n preserve for fur 
bearing animals with the consequent ex- 
tension of the fur tradiog profits. That 
they purposed taking steps which would 
lead to robbery, and end in murder, lam 
not prepared to state,but the general belief 
is that with Governor McDougall turned 
back and with a Hudson Bay Co., officer 
at the head of a Provisiunal Government 
they could have forced Canada into an 
arrangement more suitable to themselves 
‘even if less profitable to shareholders, 
However this may be, I have not risen to 
make statements on my own responsibility. 
I will rend to the House a number of affi-

Sgt. Mulligan being 
duly sworn before oneof the recently ap= 
pointed Manitoba Justices of the Peace 
among otherthings: 


“That hearing that the buildiogs of Dr, 
Schultz were threatened with a conseqaent 
dunger ot fire extending to the town,said Jas, 
Malligan, thea Chief of Police, proceeded at 
once to Fort Garry,and spoke to Chief Factor 
Dr. Cowan, who was a Justice of the Peace 
and in charge of Fort Garry, told him what 
he, the said Mulligan, bad heard. Said 
Mulligan urged sald Cowan to take steps to 
prevent such ano outrage, and asked for 
instructions how to proceed. Cowan an= 
swered, what can we do? Said Malligan 
replied that it would be advisable to call out 
the 800 special constables who had been 
engaged. Said Cowan refused to do ao, and 
said Mulligan returned to take what pre 
cautions he could with the two policemen 
under his charge. Said James Mulligan 
further says that before the rebels assembled 
at Stinking River, he gave due motice to suid 
Justice Cowan of thelr intention todo #o,and — 
that the sald Justice Cowan seemed to take 
no notice of it, That repeatedly afterwards 
up to the time of the fort being occupied by 
Riel and his men, the said Mulligan did urge 
upon the said Cowan the danger in which ths 
Fort stood,and a short time before did Inform 
the sald Cowan that us rebels ea 
dolng soimmediately and again urged the 
said ‘Cowan to call Wie the sald 800 special 
constables, but was in all cases distinctly 
refused. Said James Malligan farther says 
that a short time after the rebels kad taken 
Fort Garry le went to ssid Fort with one 
Sergeant Major Power and requested an 
interview with Governor McTavish, that 
he was told that Governor McTavish was 
too sick to eee anyone, but was referred 
by Dr. Cowan to Acting Governor Judge 
Hiack, ‘To Judge Black (he said Jas Mulligan 
said, [ bave come Ire with Sergeant Major 
Power to request permission to raise the Bri- 
tish Fig and to defend it, Judge Black 
asked him how that could be done? Said 
Mulligan dec!ared that hw could call on the 
penslonora to the number of thirty and get 
he MADY more as bo wanted from thy loyal 
population. Said Black auld, ‘I will aoe the 
Governor to-night and we will ave about tt 
aod I will give you an abswer to-morrow, 
On or about three o'clock the following day, 
the sald Mulligan was joformed that the re 
quoat about the flag could not be granted, and 
that his services with pensioners and loyadmen 
were not required.

Sarah Jane Robinson was charged with

Found the prisoner 
detained in the house of Wood, where the

Mr, Coleman, who appeared for the Crown, 
complained that the prisoner should have 
been confined in the gaol.

Columbia and intended to return there 
immediately with others who would be 
willing to accompany them. 

Hon. Mr, Fury went on to say that when 
Confederation had been before the House 
in the first instance he bad opposed it, but 
now that ithad become the law of the 
land, he felt bound to accept the situation 
and endeavor, as far as he possibly could, 
to make it work satisfactorily, He bad 
not been satisfied with the course which 
had been taken in bringing about Confed- 
eration—he did not like the coalition of 
parties for that purpose. Nevertheless, the 
scheme had been worked out so far by the 
coalition Government, and uotil it was 
fully completed, he hoped that they would 
remain in office. He was not, however, 
pledged to support all their measures, but 
he felt it bis duty on the present occasion 
to yote on behalf of the resolutions, He 
was anxious to make the Union a success 
and perpetuate the connection with Eng- 
land. He believed that the people of On- 
tario were as loyal as those of any other 
portion of Her Majesty’s Dominions. Some 
persons might be found ready to join the 
Americav Union, but be was certain that 
ifthe voices of the immenss majority were 
heard, they would declare for the continu- 
ance of British connection: _ (Hear, hear.)

We doubt not that it could be demonstrated 
that there is hardly a region penetrated by 
a railroad where the yeal estate has not ad- 
vanced enough to pay the entire expenses 
of the road. For illustration, suppose we 
estimate the cost ofthe railroads to average 
$31,680 per mile, or $6 per foot. If we 
coniine the benefits to a strip 6¢ miles wide 
on esch side, cach foot of railway would 
then benefit 1f acres, and if taxed upon tho 
land would amount to $4 per acre, Ia 
there n region penotrated ~ by a railroad 
where tho advance in real valuo lias not 
been more than twice $4 per acre on the 
average ¢ The anaual interest on $4 
we will call 80 cents.

being patriots, thoy 
showed themselves reactionists, and gave 
up to patty what was meant for country. 
By their indecision and hate, they alienated 
instead ot conciliated Paris, declared war 
aguinst the city, by inviting the Provinces 
to crush it into obedience. It became some. 
what sober, when too late; its concessions, 
niggardly as illiberal, were wrung from it 
through fear. It forgotthat France was a 
republic, and acted to restore a king, it 
ignored the democracy of Paris, more re- 
solyed, than fierce, and victorious by the 
indifference of the bourgeois, the socialists, 
the republicans pure and simple, have car- 
tied the day, laughing at the feebleness and 
lemporizing policy of the, Ministers, who 
had neither the willto do, northe soul 
todure—grand things in a grand crisis. 

The Ministry is but the creature bf the 
Assembly ; holds office buton suffrance, 
displays more imprudence than sagacity, 
At Versailles, a vast army—I20,000 nen— 
is said to be collected forthe subjugation 
of Paris—evidence of the resistance to be 
encountered, The Vengeur gives the As- 
sembly the choice to evacuate or be expel- 
led.

Horrible Outrage. 


A MAN RECEIVES FIVE HUNDRED LA#HES, 
AND I8 THEN FLAYED ALIVE AND BURNED 
AT THE STAKE, 7 


(From a late Southern paper.) 


We learned late last night some of the 
particulars of one of the most sickening, 
atrocious, and vengeance-inyoking crimes 
that has ever stained the annals of this or 
any other community calling itself civil. 
ized, The facts seem almost incredibles 
but they come to usin such a shape that 
‘we cannot discredit them. . 


The victim's name was Adam Sekoh, an 

inoffensive, worthy man of French descent, 
living in this country, about six miles from 
this city, and against whom we have never 
heard aught. About eight o'clock a squad 
of ten men, all mounted and masked, rode 
up to Sekoh’s house, and called for him, 
alleging urgent business as their excuse for 
wanting to see him atthathour. He did 
not suspect anything, being, eo far as he 
knew, on good terms, generally, with all 
his neighbors, but his wife became alarmed 
and urged him not to go out. He finally 
concluded to see what they wanted, how- 
ever, and opening the door was instantly 
seized, a pitch plaster clapped on his 
mouth, his arms bound, and thrown into a 
light spring waggon, which, with the horse- 
men, set ofat tall gallop. Ia a few minutes 
a swamp was reached and his captors, dia- 
mounted, and tying their horses, planged 
into its recesses guided by the faint light 
of the moon, They made for a sort of 
island in the centre of the swamp, and 
there unbound the prisoner, and proceed - 
ed to strip him naked. Each member of 
the band gave him fifty lashes with a cow- 
hide that had been well soaked in brine, 
until he became insensible. Thencame the 
skinning and the crowning act of this 
awful drama,

WHY BRITISH COLUMBIA HAS NOT 
PROSPERED. 
But it has been asked why is it that you 
have so small a population in this country ? 
You have not far to seek for the answer. 
To my mind the reasons are very plain and 
simple. British Columbia is a most iso- 
lated country, cut off from Great Britain by 
& sea voyage of 150 days, and walled in to 
the east by the Rocky Mountains, prevent- 
ing all communication with this country, 
and still more, shut off on thesouth by the 
United States, through which all emigrants 
to British Columbia have to pass. We 
know what is done in San Francisco to 
prevent those immigrants from coming to 
us—how our country, government and in- 
stitutions are misrepresented. Another 
difficulty 18 its uruccessibility. Good roads 
have, to be sure, been made to some parts 
of the country, but even along the main 
road the cost of carrying freight from the 
wea coast to Cariboo is fifteen cents a pound. 
Six dollars n day is considered poor man’s 
digging theru, and wages are mainly from 
this cause proportionately high. There is 
another reason which I think has operated 
almost as largely against our obtaining apy 
increase in population. Up to this year 
British Columbia has been a Crown colony 
with a government, #0 to speak, despotic, 
there being no popular representative body- 
Such a form of government is supremely 
distasteful to any Anglo Saxon commun- 
ity, and especially so to one situated as 
that of British Columbia is, in close juxta 
Position to the republican territory south 
ofus.

As well 
might flye farmers combine to control the 
market at Oshawa by withholding thelr crops,as 
a people who export 2,000,000 or 3,000,000 bus- 
hela of wheat expect to control o market that 
consumes 220,000,000 bushels, 


Itis equally absurd for the free traders to 

claim thatthe American consumers pay the 
duty. If we supplied them with apy such pro~ 
portion of what they consume as would enable 
us to fix the price, then we might compel them 
to pay the duty; but as it is, the Canadian pro- 
ducer Is the loser. 
Bir John A. Macdonald is in a very trying 
position, The four English members of the 
Commlssion are principally concerned in the 
settlement of the Alabama question and such a 
settlement of the fishory question as will re~ 
move all difficulty between England and tho 
States, The American people understand that 
the fisheries are worth far more to them than a 
few millions more or less forthe Alabama 
claims, and that the St, Lawrenco 1s to be the 
great outlet for tht west. They fear this route 
asa rival to thelr own, and want to secure an 
equal absolute control in it, and are willing to 
pay money for it rather than give us reciprocity, 
Sir John A.McDonald stands as ono to nine in 
the Conference, and his hands should be held 
up In cyery possible way in which the Govern- 
ment or people can do it. It was very unwit 
ut this, the most important crisis in our coun- 
try’s commercial affuirs,to concede anything to 
the American people without getting nn equi- 
valent for it. Tam very sorry to see that tho 
leaders of the Opposition were willing to on- 
danger the interests of the country for the sake 
of embarrassing the Government of tho day, If 
we have to accept less than we should to aecure 
a settlement of the important questions before 
the High Commission, I cannot but think that 
tho leaders of the Opposition will be principal- 
ly responsible for it. 


If we succeed in gotting 4 new treaty ona 
fair basis, we shall owe it to the wisdom and 
tact of SirJohn A, Macdonald and his friends, 
In bringing forward tho}National Policy, which 
bas convinced the American, people that we 
were in earnest. Mr. Gibbs never gave a wiser 
or more truly patriotic yote than when he yoted 
for the National policy, and if I am not much

Harbor Dues.

The Kingston Jews of the 20th contains 
the following, relative to the imposition of 
harbor duea in the Town of Belleville; 


“Tho Act authorizing tho town of Bollevillo 
to impose and ocllect harbor dues contains o 
clause which morits tho attention of shipownors 
and tho captains of all vossels trading to that 
port. Section 4 provides that‘ evory boat, vex- 
‘«, or othor craft, on board of which wares, 
Merchandiso, ohattels and other things aro 
brought and shippod, shall bo liable for tho ducs 
chargeablo against such goods, waros, morchan- 
diso, chattols and othor things; and in tho 
event of non-paymont thoroof, may bo detained 
until payment thoroof is mada,’ 

Logislation of this kind is vory objoction- 
able and injurious in tho interosts of commerce. 
Instead of seoking to levy against tho vessel, 
theHarbor shoAld be content to have its romedy 
sololy against the goods, in which oase dofault- 
rs would alone be mado to suffor. But by 
making tho remody for default by tho ownors 
of merchandise to apply to the yossol, tho ne- 
coasary rosult will bo that all froight oarried to 
Bollevillo will haye to pay highor ratos and ba 
made to boar the’promium on tho risk which 
tho vessel owner thusinours. If tho Corpora- 
tion of Bolleville in framing its by-laws would 
forego this remody against tho yossol tho ad- 
Yantago to the commorce of Bolleville would 
more then compensate any loss that might pos- 
sibly bo inourrod in restricting tho romody f 
non-payment of dues toa seizure of the goods”

* According to arrangement, your Committoo, 
with the exception of Mr. Pattorson, who, owing 
to circumstances, was unable to go, visited 
Brantford on tho Llthand 12th inst, Brantford is 
situated on the north bank of the Grand River, 
Tho population is about tho same as Belloville, 
We wero much pleased with tho superior ohar- 
actor of their publio buildings—such as Court 
Houso, Rogistry Office, Market Buildings, 
Widows and Orphan's Home, also a Yory nont 
little park, wherein is mouuted ono of tho colo- 
brated Russian guns captured during the Cri- 
mean war. 

“But the moat prominent of all the public 
improvements are their waterworks, called the 
‘ Holly stom of water supply, introduced by 
tho Mossrs. Watorous & Co., who have the pat- 
ont for Canada. 

“Tho watorworks wore first got up and in- 
troduced by a Stock Company at a cost of $10,- 
500, with the undoratanding that the Town is 
to pay tho Company 8 per cont upon the amount 
for the term of ton yours, also to pay the Com- 
pany $250 por annum for running and keeping 
the works in repair—the Town, at the expira- 
tion of ton yoars, to have tho privilogo of pur- 
chasing the works at cost. Tho trial of the 
works excooded our expectations, Water was 
thrown from three bydrapts at ono time at a 
distance from tho works df oue mile, and upon 
an elevation of 40 foot to b distance of 80 feet ; 
and ata distance of 150 fect horizontal, and 
also through from 600 to $00 foot of hose and 14 
inch nozzle to a longth of L00 foot, aud at a die- 
tance horizontally of 200 fpot.

‘* British Columbia owes much tothe 'foror 
Globe for the force and abliity with whlch hes 
alr along prersed upon the Dominion of Cavads 
be necessity foradopting a broad, vigorous, and 
tru'y national Polley with respect to throwtn; 
open the great North West and pressing ouwar, 
fo the Pacific, Our bly contemporary is doubt- 
less not altogether free from faults und falling, 
but this one virtue ought to cover o moltitade 
Of elon, to the eye of British Columbiaat leas! 
To a recent number of the Globe we Hud @ very 
able leading afticle upon the subject of the 
Canadian Pacific Raliway. Our conlem porary 
alludes to the arcaments so commonly put 
turward by our American neighbors,viz,,thatibe 
American Northern Pacifie Railway, ranning, 
as it does near the bonndary line, aud draining, 
as it will, the British possessions lying to the 
north of the forty-niuth parallel, must forever 
forbid the iden of a Cuvadian Pacific line prov= 
lng & success, If, Indeed iL docs not forbid the 
Cea of such a line ever belog built. To this our 
contemporary the Globe wel) replied :— 


I may remark that the following extract 
is quoted by our editor verbatim from the 
Toronto Globe of the 8rd February, as I 


have ascertained by reference to a file of 
that journal:

“The main lino of the North Pacific at no 
point of its route approaches within a hundred 
and fifty miles of Bris torritory, while in 
Koveral itisatamuch greater distance from 
the boundary line. Supposing our groat lakes 
blotted out, and a wilderness of a hundred and 
fifty miles stretching along the whole border of 
Ontario,would any one argue that a.railway far 
down in Pennsylvania and New York would be 
quite sufficient to develope the resources of this 
sountry, and that all Canadian lines would be 
really so much money thrown away ? Yat auch 
ap argument would not be so foolish and incon- 
clusive ns what is urged against ‘the construc- 
tion ofa great Canadian ‘Trans-Atlantic Rail- 
way. 

“ The proposed ronte of that vndertaking Iz, 
on an average, four hundred mites north of that 
heing made from Duluth, and instead of boing, 
as a large part of both tho American lines must 
bo, through au irreclaimable desert, it runs 
through a country which, in fertility and eli- 
mate, will compare favorably with any part of 
the North American Continent, 

“ Whon this bas boon stated, nothing olso is 
necessary. Any person of ordinary Intelligence 
can seo uta glance that a railway which never, 
throughoutita whole course comos within a 
hundred miles of the border lino of a country, 
oan do very little to develops the resources of 
that country, Itis better than nothing, but 
this is all that can bo said inits behalf, The 
immediate territory through which itruns would 
bo benofitted chiefly, and in the first place and 
all boyond only incidentally, and after the lapse 
of many years, 

“ Tnatond of the fact that the North Pacifio is 
under construction being an argument for al- 
lowing the Canadian’ project to lio in the mean= 
while in abeyance, it "iffords the strongest 
reason possible for its beibg pushed through 
without delay. Politically itis a manifest and 
pressing necossity, while commorolally it is as 
evidently of the very highegt importance for 
Canada. In this way alono oan thie country

ESTIMATED COsT OF THE RAILWAY, 


Twill enter into no estimate to night of 
the cost of thy section of the proposed road 
east of the Rocky Mountains. You have as 
good means of forming opinions on the pro- 
bablo expenditure jlat will bo required on 
this portion of the Ilne as I have. Bat I 
will speak of the probable cost of the line 
to British Columbia through a country with 
which I am pergonally acquainted, British 
Columbia, Sir, is not such an un- 
known, unexplored country as it has been 
supposed or represented to be. I may men- 
tion to you that in 1865and 1866, in obedi - 
ence to a despatch from the Secretary of 
State, asking for some information as regard~ 
ed the facilities for the construction of a 
waggon road across the mountains, to con- 
nect with the Red Rrver settlement, [ insti- 
tuted, under the Governor's direction, explo- 
rations of the country between Fraser River 
and the Rocky Mountain Range, and the re- 
port of these explorations, together with a 
minute from myself thereon, summing upal) 
the information then obtainable, were printed 
and have been made public It is, I think 
pretty certain thatthe choice for the line 
through the Rocky Mountains is between 
Leather Pass and Howse’s Pass; but from 
tho Western ontlet of either of those passes 
thors are several lines of route to the Pecific, 
and I do not pretend now to offer any opinion 
as to the relative merits of these several lines. 
I will speak only of that one which Iam 
most acquainted with, having passed over 
nearly this whole line from the Pacific to the 
Rocky Mountains on horseback or on foot,and 
over parts of it frequently, I meana line 
from the mouth of the Frank, following up 
tlie course of that river and of one of its tribu- 
tarles, the Thompsoa, to the head waters of 
the south branch of the latterriver. In this 
way take thence through the Eagle Pass 
across a summit of the Gold Range, four hun- 
dred and seventy fect above the lake level to 
the Columbia, and up the Columbia and one 
of its small tributaries called Black berryRiver 
to Howse Pass. This ia not only a practicable 
line but will give an almost gradual ascent 
to the summit of the Rocky Mountains, from 
which the descent to the Red River will be 
almost“ regular incline, in very favorable 
comparison with the grade of the road now 
fo operation between San Franciaco and 
Omaha, which passes over four succussive 
summits, tho lowest of which is two thousand 
feet higher than that we have to overcome on 
the Rocky Mountains. Now, Sir, in the 

absence of detailed surveys and sections, no 
one can make a close estimate of the cost of 
this Mine; but I veoture to express my opin-~ 
fon, in which Lam supported by other gentle 
men like myself, engineers, who have gone 
over tho line, that notwithstanding some 
portions of the work on this road along the 
Canon of tho Fraser would be very expensive, 
the whole distance from the Suahalr to the 
summit of the Rocky Mountains, a distance 
of about alx hundred miles, may be set down 
at An approximate estimate of $60,000 per 
mille,

Take pure, dry white lead, pure oxide of 
zinc, glycerine, of each half an ounce; 
fresh lard, (free from rancidity) one and a 
half ounces. Mix the white lead,soxide of 
zinc and glycerine to a uniform, amooth 
paste, then add the lard, a littleat a time, 
till a uniform, smooth ointment 1 formed. 
Wash the parts with castile soap and water, 
and diy withacloth, then apply the oint- 
ment two or three times daily with the 
fingers. Wash once intwo or three days, 
and dry well before dressing again. 


The horse should stand ona plank floor 
kept-olean and dry ; and it used all dust, 
sand and dirt should be washed off, so that 
the affected parts may remain clean. If 
these directions are strictly carried out, it 
will seldom, if ever, fail to cure the worst 
cases within a reasonable time

Red River Territory. 


Everything connected with the Red 
River Territory just now is of special 
interest, and in view of the large expendi~ 
ture authorized by the Dominion, and the 
proposed construction of the Pacific 
Railway, all the information that can be 
procured respecting the great North West

country. Some of it paints the picture in 
the most glowing colors, tells of the 
unequalled richness of the soil, of the 
salubrity of the climate, of the inexhaustible 
resources of mineral wealth, and makes the 
valley of the Saskatchewan the garden of 
the Continent.

Stricken Down in the Pulpit. 


The Rey. Benjamin Eaton, first and only 
rector of Trinity Episcopal Church, Gal- 
veston, was stricken with death while 
in his pulpit Jast Sunday. The Galveston

“Te ascended the pulpit, Announcing 
his text, “* Thereis yet room,” all trembling 
beneath the weight ot his last message, he 
referred to one after another of the friends 
of his youth and the communicants of his 
church that had gone before.

He painted 
death entering the church door, passing up 
the broad aisle, laying his bony hand to 
the rightand to the left; breathing his 
cold clammy breath on the cheek of 
beauty, and wafting the silver hairs of ajre. 
Now touching the father, then the f#\n; 
here the mother, there the daughter; as 
the spectre so plain to his entranced 
vision advanced to the chancel rail, and, 
as he sawjthat his time had come, his 
words struggled for utterance, He falter- 
ed, His weakening limbs staggered. A 
gentleman who advanced to his assistance 
was wafted back. For ten minutes more 
he spoke, his words only audible to those 
near him, The excitement of the audience 
was fearfnl.

Apprentice Boys’ Memorial 

Hall, Derry.

APPRENTICE Boy. 

A Hall for Protestant Meeting and Com- 
memorative purposes has long been felt to bo 
an urgent want in the City of Derry. 

To attain this desirable object, within the 
lust six months an influential Committee has 
been formed, a most eligible aite having been 
previously secured at a cost of £300,subscribed 


by the private artisans of Derry and a number 
of their friends. 


The events of December, 1870, when the 
right of meeting in the Corporation Hall by 
wsurped and unscrupulous authority, have 
rendered the erection of a Public Hall for the 
“Apprentice Boys of Derry,” and other 
Protestant Societies, an imperative necessity. 

The site purchased is known as “ For's 

Factory,” frequently referred to in the Report 
of the Royal Commission in 1869, It stands 
parallel to the City Wall, a street of narrow 
width only intervening, and within a few 
paces of Walker's Pillar, and the Royal 
Bastion in Michélburne’s ‘ Bloody Flag’ was 
first raised in 1689. 
The proposed Building, a view of which 
accompanies this Appeal, is in style an 
adaptation of tho ‘Scottish: Baronial,’ and 
comprises Apartments and 
Kitchen in Basement; Vestibule, Reading 
Room and Protestant Defence Rooms on 
Ground Floor; spacious Lodge and Club 
Rooms on Second Storey ; and Common Hall 
with Orchestral Gallery and Open Timbered 
Roof on Third Storey; the whole cost 
(exclusive of site which has been paid for) is 
estimated at £2,200. 


Although the City of the Seige contains 
more than one memorial of the stirring 
events connected with her history during the 
glorious Revolution, no blazoned shield or 
sculptured stone records the heroism of the 
‘ Brave Thirteen’ who closed the Ferry Gate 
on the memorable Seventh of December, 
1688, It has therefore been resolved to call 
the new building the ‘APPRENTICE Bora’ 
MemonraL Hav.’ At this crisis, when, in 
the arbitrary invasion of the rights of the 
citizens of Derry by a partisan Magistracy 
and a temporizing Executive, a blow has been 
aimed at the liberties of the Protestants of 
Ireland, the Apprentice Boys of Derry 
confidently appeal to their fellow Protestants 
throughout the British dominions, to aid 
them in the erection of a Hall worthy of the 
immortal memories of Derry, and meet to be 
a memorial of the faithful and heroic spirits 
who led the van in the sacred contest for 
Civil and Religious Liberty.

on lease; but, as thoy have fallen jn hand,alter- 
ations have been made, small estates have been 
added to large ones; and, a8 in a few years the 
land will be In the hands of Earl Devon or some 
one else, there ls every reason to belleve that 
the pariah of Marlborough, lostead of haying a 
largo number of well-to-do Independent res~ 
pectabloe farmors, the whole of the land will be 
farmed by comparative few.
